In Cleveland's muddy Cuyahoga river where horror-struck bystanders 
discovered evidence of a tenth lorso murder. Dissected in a uniform 
and skillful manner, (he bodies of 10 such victims have been found in 
Cleveland in two anrt a half years, with not one clew to the murderer. 
Five srffmciits of Hie tenth victim's body were taken from the river here, 
but Ific bend was not found, making identification difficult. 


CLEVELAND—(NEA)—Ten times in' 


a little more than two'years,"the coldly 
skillful knife of an unknown madman 
has clone its grisly work, and 10 times 
some passerby has been horrified to 
come upon the severed members of 
the dissected dead. 


Yet puzzled police seem as far from 


a solution, as far from catching the 
mad butcher as they were in Novem- 
ber of 1934 when the headless and dis- 
sected bodies of Edward Andrassy and 
an unidentified elderly man were 
found at the foot of a hill bordering 
Kingsbury Hun. This muddy creek 
flows through a valley overgrown with 
brush and undergrowth, a jungle in 
the midst of an industrial city, mocking 
the factories and homes that draw back 
from tlie edge of its banks. 


The Same Twisted Brain 


At intervals of from one to three 


months ever since, the hacked bodies 
of murder victims have been appear- 
ing with sickening regularity. Only 
two of tlie 10 have ever been identified, 
leading police to believe that the cun- 
ning murderer deliberately chose vic- 
tims who would not betray him in 
death. In several cases the head was 
never found. 


But in every case the devilish skill of 


the murderer, who severed limbs at 
tlie joints in a way that bespoke cith- 
er a medically trained man or o butch- 


er, showed that the same, twisted brain 
conceived and planned all thc'crimes. 
Beyond that police have never found 
even a workable clew. 


Details of detectives worked for 


continuous months on the baffling 
case, and returned 
empty-handed. 


Dozens of wanderers and denizens of 
the hobo jungles were brought in, 
examined, and dismissed. Scores of 
hysterical tips from, those living near 
the Kingsbury Run section were run 
down and dismissed as worthless. 


Floating In Turgid River 


Finding of the 10th, victim on July 


5 added no clew, only a deeper note 
of horror. The victim, an unidentified 
man, 
had been dismembered in the 


snmo manner as former victims, and 
the severed members were found float- 
ing in the turgid Cuyahoga River near 
the point where the ninth victim was 
recently found. Only 48 hours had 
passed, police judged, between the 
horrid murder and the finding of the 
severed limbs in the river, brought to 
the surface by the churning of passing 
steamers, or borne downstream by 
flood waters. The head was not found. 


Spurred by this ghastly proof that 


so terrible a murderer is still at large, 
Cleveland police redoubled their ef- 
forts to pierce the wall of mystery be- 
hind which the madman way be plot- 
ting further horrors.

The Colorado's planes .first sought 


sandbank supposedly 'lying '*y'• miles 
north of Winslow reef. Some search- 
ers believed this bank might have of- 
fered a haven for the fliers when they 
came down last Friday somewhere 
afield of Howland, their goal on 
2,570-mile flight from New Guinea. 


In a two hour, 20 minute flight the 


Colorado's planes failed' to find the 
sandbank, listed as of "doubtful posi- 
tion." The immediate searching area 
reached as far as Endenbury and £an-' 
ton islands of the Phoenix group, 
which centers about 280 miles suoth- 
west of Howland. The Colorado was 
believed about 150 miles south of the 
equator. 


Naval authorities said the search 


would be extended southward until 
the entire area of possibility has been 
covered. 


Islands Held Possible 


R. H. Bryan Jr., of the Bishop mu- 


seum here, who visited five of the 
eight Phoenix islands in 1924, express- 
ed belief that a landing would have 
been possible on either Canton or En- 
denbury islands, and might be possi- 
ble on McKean and Birnie islands. The 
islands are so small, he said, that it 
would be possible to fly over the en- 
tire group without sighting land. 


Bryan said the danger of sharks in 


the region had been "overestimated" 
but that the jagged coral reefs would 
be a real menace. Some of these islets, 
he said, would provide brackish water 
for drinking and sufficient coconuts 
for food, but others were ban-en ex- 
cept for birds and their eggs.

dition of bondage at the very time 
when Pharoah, in fear of the increas- 
ing numbers of the Jews, had taken 
the ruthless course of destroying their 
babes. The love of the mother of 
Moses for her babe had led her to set 
him afloat in the little ark of bul- 
rushes, in the hope that though she 
would lose him, he might escape de- 
struction. 


Pharaoh's daughter had found the 


babe and taken him into the palace, 
and as it turned out, the babe's own 
mother harl become his nurse. It was 
no wonder that Moses had become 
so instilled with the sense of unity 
witli the people, that when he be- 
came older he refused to be called the 
son of Pharaoh's daughter, and chose 
rather to cast in his lot with his own 
people, and to share their afflictions. 


He was a man of intensity and a 


man of action, aroused by sympathy 
for liis people. When he went out and 
saw one of his own race being smitten 
by an Egyptian, he killed the Egyptian 
and hid his body in the sand. 


He supposed that no one had -seen 


the deed, but when he interfered with 
two of his own race who were fight- 
ing, the aggreved Hebrew asked him, 
"Would you kill me as you killed 
the Egyptian?" and Moses, discover- 
ing that his act was known, fled from 
Pharoah's wrath to the land of Midian. 


There he settled, married the daugh- 


ter of Jethro, a priest of Midian, and 
became a shepherd. For 40 years he 
lived this hidden life, but one may 
well suppose that he never forgot his 
earlier experiences or the suffering 
of his own Hebrew people in Egypt. 


Now came the day of Moses' call and 


leadership. His call to leadership came 
in the revelation of the burning bush. 
Liko all true leaders, Moses felt his 
own inadequack. The great leaders 
in history have not been the men of 
dominant and dictatorial spirit who 
have forced themselves into positions 
of prominence; the true leaders in great 
causes have been, on the contrary, men 
who felt tlie intense nature of their re- 
sponsibility, and who felt their own 
weakness. 


One thinks of Paul at a later date, 


pleading his weakness, and of the voice 
that came to him: "My grace is suf- 
ficient for thec, for my ^ strength is 
made perfect in weakness." 


It is this very sense of their own 


weakness and inadequacy that sends 
men capable of leadership to the 
source of divine strength and help. 
Moses quickly found the assurance of 
divine help. When he cried to God, 
"Who am I that 1 should go unto 
Pharaoh?" there came the strong con- 
viction of God's presence and help. 


The voice that conies from our inner 


life may be as real as the voice that 
came from the burning bush, and all 
ground may become holy ground as all 
life becomes consecrated to the higher 
purposes of love and righteousness.

SPECIAL PICTURE HOBBIES 


O 


NE of the attractions of the 
hobby of amateur photography 


,s that H provides an almost un- 
.imltetl number of hobbies within 
;he hobby; as many, in fact, as thero 
|i-o kinds of things that the eye can 
lee. Ships, flowers, trees, clouds, 
,ocomotives, colonial architecture, 
historical 
monuments, gargoyles, 


machinery, babies, horses, dogs, 
:ats, birds, Insects are only a few 
subjects which have their devotees 
as special picture hobbies. Entliusi- 
ism for photography combines with 
the collector's Instinct, resulting In 
Hlburns of photographs of the chosen 
subject that are a source o£ pride, 
pleasure and instruction. 


In addition to the enjoyment of 


making the photographs, the value 
of a special picture hobby is tliat 
it usually leads to an accumulation 
of knowledge about the subject tliat 
is educational and broadening. If 
the photographer starts making pic- 
tures A flowers, he soon discovers 
that there are many tilings about 
flowers that he never knew before, 
He is likely to become quite a bot- 
anist. So with ships. He is likely 
soon to be studying tip on marine 
architecture and enjoying it. 


Above is an amateur photograph 


from the album of an insect special- 
ist. Thia is a hobby which affords 
him tho extra enjoyment of walks 
into the woods and fields in his 
hunts for specimens. He photo- 
graphs thorn on the spot anil cap- 
tures them to take home for indoor 
shots. He has become an amateur 
entomologist. Now ha really knows 
about "bees' knees," "butterflies' 


eyebrows" and how many Ugs a 
caterpillar has. He finds that photo- 
graphing insects in the open fields, 
garden or woods, is really a sport. 
Some kinds you can stalk success- 
fully but ho tells you that, more 
often than you would suppose, you 
have success by lying In wait for 
an insect to come within lens range 
and pose itself on flower, leaf or 
twig on which you have focused, If 
yon locate yourself in a place where 
there are plenty of them, It won't 
be long before one of the multitude 
hops or flies into position in front 
of your waiting lens. Of course, if 
you do not have a close-focusing bel- 
lows camera, you should use a por- 
trait attachment in order to get a 
large image, and in either case you 
will usually need to have an enlarge- 
ment made from the important part 
of the negative. 


The exposure should usually be 


twice that given regular outdoor j 
scenes with the same light condi- 
tions. Being close to the subject 
there is less light reflected, and, as 
detail is essential, it Is better to 
double the exposure time, and also 
to use a small stop. Your camera 
should be stationary on a support. 
You must expect soma failure* be- 
cause of the refusal of an Insect al- 
ways to stay in position long enough 
for the required exposure, but that 
adds to the value of the successful 
pictures. 


Grasshoppers, bees, spiders and 


their webs, tho praying mantis and| 
the butterfly offer good opportuni- 
ties; so does the wasp's nest, If you 
care to take a chance.

Hemp stead 
Home Agent 


By MELVA B 


A sheet that looked just as good as 


another one may be adisappointment 
after it is laundered, says Miss Mel- 
va Bullingtpn, home demonstration 
agent. The size and quality of a sheet 
should be considered before it is 
bought, she emphasized. 


The fineness of the material is not 


a very good indicator of its wearing 
qualities. The strength of the material 
depends on the strength of the thread 
and the use of long stapel cotton, and 
carcfurspinrting eVen determines the 
amount of wear a sheet will stand. It 
is generally best to buy a special brand 
put out by a reliable manufacturer, 
Miss BulHngton said. 


Large sheets are more comfortable 


and give better protection to the mat- 
tresses. A double bed, with a mattress 
54 inches wide, needs a sheet 81 inches 
in width. If the bed has a high mat- 
tress and box springs, 90-inch sheets 
and better. A three-quarter bed takes 
a 72 inch sheets, while 63-inch sheets 
are satisfactory for twin beds. 


The lower sheet should be long 


enough to fold a full 7 inches at each 
end, and the top sheet should be long 
enough to allow a generous tucking 
at the foot of the bed, with a full half 
yard left at the other end for foling 
over the blankets. 


The lower part of the sheets are 


made the same in width, the sheets 
may be reversed so that the wear will 
be more evenly distributed. 


White sheets can be kept a snowy 


white by proper laundering, according 
to Mrs. Ida A. Fenton, extension econ- 
omist in household management Two 
or three rinsings contribute more to 


maintain whiteness than, much bluing, 
and hanging in the sun is the best way 
to bleach them, she says. 


Hemstitching and monograms are the 


most popular decorations for bed lin- 
en. Monograms give a touch of indi- 
viduality, but must receive special 
care in ironing. Hemstitching is at- 
tractive, but weakens the sheet and 
may cause it to tear at the hem, Mrs. 
Fenton said.

WASHINGTON.-The impending fil- 


ibuster against the President's court 
bill, or any comprosie, promises to 
treat the country to a picture of dem- 
ocracy in delirium tremens. 


Only from one angle does a filibuster 


seem to make sense. It is a brake 
which minorities may apply against 
majorities. A filibuster can not nor- 
mally bring about passage of any par- 
ticular legislation. But it can stop 
passage of legislation when a minority 
feels strongly enough that the mapority 
jiaslosj. its head. ,( ' 
"" A'hd" the senate, although it has en- 
dured several prolonged filibusters in 
its history, never has seen fit to adopt 
rules which would prevent them.

The filibuster may start at any one 


of several places along the course to- 
ward 
afinal vote on the court bill. 


The opponents may refuse to let it 
come up for consideration, or may re- 
fuse to let a substitute be put before 
the senate. But the usual procedure is 
to let the bill come in the usual order, 
with debate beginning there. And 
what debate! 


Former Senator Smooth of Utah once 


conducted a filibuster. He mumbled 
columns of tariff figures into the rec- 
ord, sent lengthy items ot the desk to 
be read by the clerk, and called often 
for quorum. 


Similar tactics were adopted by the 


late Senator La Follette. Quorum 
calls ate up about half of the time of 
his 18 hour filibuster. It takes about 
eight minutes to call the roll when a 
quorum call is made. Smoot and La 
Follette used such inte.vvals to rest, to 
leave the floor, or to eat. Those were 
one-man filibusters. 


The late Huey P. Long's one-man 


filibuster was conducted under far 
different circumstances. The chair rul- 
ed that no quorum call could be allow- 
ed unless now business came before
